They are honorable men, those railroad men, and if they perhaps 
are not the only honorable men left in this bizarre world, their in- 
tegrity is at least unquestioned.

Watch them as the train 
comes around the gentle curve a fraction of a mile from the station, 
slowing its speed and with warning bell ringing. Children, wide-eyed, 
are on the top of the embankment, and who first waves? The railroad 
men. 

They wave just as they did years ago, before the streamlining and 
the chromium; they wave, indeed, as they did when the engine boilers 
were fired by the wood that preceded coal. . . . Their passing salute 
brightens up the day alike for the child on the embankment and the 
farmer behind his plow. That relationship has not changed—and that 
is all to the good. 

Why do children line the bank in order to see the train go by? There 
is a romance in trains, of course, and trains are part of our inheritance. 
Yet the big trailer trucks speed along the roads just as fast, and their 
destination may be as far away. Children do not stand along the 
roads to see them go by, nor do the drivers salute. 

Perhaps it is because the railroad men are aware of the great tradi- 
tion they carry, and the passing wave is an acknowledgment of that 
fact. Whatever the cause, they salute as the train goes by; the engineer, 
brakeman, baggageman, conductor, and the first time a child receives 
it he feels a warmth he seldom will feel again. For that gesture makes 
him a friend among equal friends,.a-member of the crew, a railroad 
man—and so a‘part-of an honorable calling Omaha (Neb.)

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READYING THE COMMUTE FLEET FOR THE EVENING RUN OUT OF SAN FRANCISCO, 


i Takes a Lot of Teamwork fo 
Keep Our Commute Trains Running 


ie 1868 a commuter traveling from 
San Jose to San Francisco rode his 
bicycle down the muddy roads to the 
wooden depot and boarded the SP train 
for the city. The trip each day along 
the sparsely populated route took three 
hours and the fare was $3 for each single 
trip. Upon his return home he took 
down his lantern from a hook on the 
depot wall to light his way along the 
unlighted, unpaved streets. 


Today the San Jose commuter drives 
along wide, beautiful streets to the 
depot Southern Pacific built in 1935. 
He hoards the 7:03 train, opens the 
morning paper, and at 8:13 arrives at 
Third and Townsend in San Francisco. 
In the evening he is one of the 12,000 
commuters who leave San Francisco 
within a one hour period for the trip 
down the peninsula. Along the forty- 
seven tnile route to San Jose the com- 
muter passes many thriving prosperous 
cities. In the last fifty years the penin- 
sula area has grown amazingly, 


We.know our commute system has 
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helped this growth to a great extent 
so we wanted to know more about it, 
We began seeing people and asking 
questions about SP’s commute system. 

First we spoke to General Passenger 
Agent T. Louis Chess. He told us there 
are about 16,000 commuters a day be- 
tween peninsula points and San Fran- 
cisco; 12,000 of them being transported 
during the peak hour in the morning and 
in the evening. During this period at 
night, commute trains leave Third and 
Townsend every three minutes. This 
tight scheduling is one reason why the 
SP commute system is regarded as an 
excellent example of precision railroad- 
ing. 

There are 231 coaches in commute ser- 
vice, 61 of which are kept on reserve for 
football crowds, shoppers, etc. About 12 
of these coaches are constantly being ser- 
vieed at one time, Chess said. They are 
overhauled, refurbished and repainted 
continually. 

There are now 22 engines .(3 diesel) 
inservice not counting the eleven switch-

ers working in the passenger yard. The 
commute service operates. 2,666 train 
miles a day or 56,432 miles a month. 
In an 18-month period this runs over 
a million miles. 

In commute service are 21 engineers, 
21 firemen, 22 conductors, 44 brakemen 
and 31 helper conductors. 

Chess said the SP has carried on a 
steady improvement in peninsula ser- 
vice, going back to 1907 when the Bay- 
shore cutoff was constructed at a cost 
of more than $9,000,000 in order to 
bring the peninsula territory ten minutes 
closer to San Francisco. 

After we left Chess we drove to the 
Third and Townsend station to talk to 
some of the commute service people. We 
spoke to Conductor Andrew Krogh, 
(pictured on the cover) a soft spoken 
man with twinkling eyes, whe has been 
with SP since 1915. He said he had been 
on the peninsula commute run since 
1940 and prefers it to other duty. “You 
grow attached to these commuters,” he 
smiled. 

Conductors on commute trains must 
be diplomatic, neighborly, easy going 
and firm. The commuter is a different 
specie from the average vacation-bound 
train goer; commuting is just part of his 
daily routine. There is no glamour to it. 

Trainmen with top seniority are on 
these commute runs, so the commuter 
has daily contact with the older, more 
experienced men 


“Some say the car is too hot,” Krogh 
said, his eyes twinkling. “Others say it’s 
too cold. Someone is always feeling a 
draft.” 

We talked to Brakeman LeRoy Leale 
who has been with SP 14 years; 7 of 
which have been spent in commute ser- 
vice. Leale is intensely interested in his 
work. He said the’ duties of a brake- 
man include seeing to the passengers’ 
safety, helping women and children on 
and off the train, keeping an eye out for 
“hot-boxes,” checking to see ifthe lights

in the cars are on and if the ventilation 
is all right. He calls each station as 
they approach it. 

“One of our most important func- 
tions,” Leale said, “is to awaken com- 
muters at their station.” 

Leale enjoys the commute service be- 
cause he is home each evening with his 
wife and four children and because he 
has developed many lasting friendships 
with the commuters. “It doesn’t seem 
much like work,” he said, “when you go 
through the cars each morning and night 
talking to your friends.” 

Leale and Krogh have seen a lot of 
romances blossom on the commute trains. 
A girl and boy start talking to each 
other and soon he is saving a seat for 
her and then before long she is wearing 
an engagement ring. 


After thanking Leale and Krogh we | 


went down the tracks to the signal tower, 
a high conerete building with windows 
completely encircling the top floor. We 
climbed’ the narrow steps and after 
reaching the top looked down at the 
trains shuttling back and forth on the 
maze .of tracks below us. Working 
the switches on the intricate board be- 
fore-them were Signal Operator Mae 
Love; a grandmother, and Towerman Jim 
Piggot. ‘Theirs is.a responsible. job, for 
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the tower is the heart of the yard and 
it is the duty of the people up there to 
see the trains move on schedule and on 
the right tracks. We watched in awe for 
awhile and then left, walking further 
along the tracks until we found Coach 
Cleaner Foreman Augusto Amoroso and 
his crew. As soon as the commuters leave 
the trains in the morning the coaches 
are shunted onto a spur and 78 coach 
cleaners (60 interior, 18 exterior) go to 
work. From 7:30 until 3:30 each day 
their task is to make each commute 
coach sparkle. On the inside they 
change the towels and put fresh drink- 
ing water in each car. They sweep, 
vacuum, polish the floors, seats and 
walls. They wash the windows. The 
exterior cleaners with their shori- medi- 
um- and Jong-handied brushes serub.the 
entire car. One man is detailed to spray 
huge streams of water on the windows 
and roof. The coach cleaners laughed, 
bantered with each other and seemed 10 
enjoy working together. 

The next morning we drove to the 
Mission Bay roundhouse where we found 
Engineer Arlon (Mickey) Shannon and 
Fireman Ernest Dorsey in the locker 
room quaffing cups of black coffee. 

Within-a few yards of the roundhouse 
is-a quiet little garden ‘that was built

and is tended by the men themselves and 
il was there we went with Shannon and 
Dorsey to talk, From where we sat in the 
shade we could hear the sounds of the 
huge locomotives being shunted about 
in the roundhouse. It is imperative that 
the engines are in perfect mechanical 
condition and from the sounds of hissing 
steam and whistles and the shouts of the 
men working on them we could tell 
much was going on. We were beginning 
to have a glimmering of the enormous 
operations involved in commute service. 


Mickey Shannon has heen with SP 
since 1906 and has been in commute 


service the last 13 years. He is a large 
relaxed man with a strong face and 
piercing eyes and he has an enviable 
philosophy. He says he doesn’t worry 
because he hasn’t anything to worry 
about—and if he did, it wouldn’t do any 
good to worry anyway. 

Shannon is used to seeing the same 
commuters waiting at the stations along 
the route. Although separated from 
actual contact with the commuters by the 
very nature of his job, Engineer Shan- 
non feels a strong kinship toward them. 
He worries about their safety. “They get 
off the wrong side of the train,” he said,

“and forget to look up.” 

Fireman Dorsey has been a rail 
roader for 33 years and loves to putter 
in his garden during his off hours. 

Like Shannon, he is particularly con- 
cerned about safety. On the peninsula 
run he said, double-header fruit trucks 
are constantly pulling out in front of 
the train. “We've missed several by a 
foot,” Dorsey said. Another major hazard 
are the impatient motorists who try to 
beat the train at the crossings. The 
commute trains, many of which run 
non-stop, are authorized to go down the 
peninsula at 70 miles an hour and the 


average speed is about 60 miles an hour. 
“Motorists just don’t realize we're mov- 
ing so fast,” Dorsey said. “At that specd 
it takes us %4 of a mile to stop.” With 
a three minute headway for each train 
it is imperative that the engineer really 
highball his train along; if he runs too 
fast he’ hit a red block left by the 
train ahead; if he dawdles, the train be- 
hind him will do the same thing. 

Both Dorsey and Shannon like to work 
in commute service, They feel a sense of 
responsibility getting those 16,000 daily 
commuters to and from work safely. 

We returned to Third and Townsend

where we met Stationmaster Guy Has- 
son who said he had a warm spot for 
the commuters who throng through the 
station. We also talked to the man who 
shoulders most of the responsibility for 
the commute service—Asst. Trainmaster 
Tug McDaniel. Tug attained fame as a 
brakeman in 1944 when he dashed in 
front of a train to snatch a baby from 
the tracks. He indicated that he was 
very proud of the people who worked in 
the commute service. 

One morning we went down the line 
and stopped at Burlingame. The depot is 
very pleasant, with flowers on the patio 
and a spacious waiting room inside. 
Gordon Taylor, station agent, has been 
with SP 28 years, the Jast 18 on the 
coast. He numbers many of the com- 
muters among his friends. 

That night we commuted on the 5:14 
for San Jose. The 12 car train was filled 
with people. Most of them had news- 
papers spread in their laps. There were 
several bridge games in progress and 
some of the girls were knitting. The 
train left precisely at 5:14. As we rolled 
along the well-populated countryside the 
conductor came quietly up the aisle, 
punching commute books, murmuring 
“Thank you’s” and “Pretty rough day, 
Eddie?” and “No, I don’t think iit rain 
tonight” and we saw he was careful not 
to disturb the card players. In the car 
we could hear the easy chatter of people 
who've known each other for years. The 
atmosphere was as friendly as your own 
living room. 

As we approached Sunnyvale the 
brakeman came through the car calling 
the name of the town. We saw him 
quietly shake two or three people awake 
and go on through ‘the car. 

At Sunnyvale, those who left: called 
“goodnight” to the conductor and the 


. cbrakeman and in a few seconds we saw 


the rear brakeman wave to the engineer 


and we began highballing for San Jose. 
We arrived there on schedule—6:20 P.M. 

Later on in the evening we watched 
the coach cleaners in the San Jose yards 
and at midnight another crew came on 
duty and worked on the trains, cleaning, 
polishing, scrubbing, until 7 the next 
morning. 

On our return to San Francisco as 
we watched the commuters sleepily 
hoard the train and settle down with 
their newspapers we wondered if they 
knew all that was involved in the trans- 
porting of them to and from work. 

The cities along the peninsula and the 
SP commute system have come a Jong 
way since those early days when a man 
hung a lantern in the depot to light his 
way home. 


MORE DOME CARS 


LANS to construct six more of 
our new type’ dome lounge cars 

were announced last month by Presi- 
dent D. J. Russell. The cars will be 
constructed in our Sacramento Shops, 
and the work will start soon, he said. 

The cars will follow the basic 
design of the test model we unveiled 
in July and which met with enthusi- 
astic reaction by passengers who had 
an opportunity to ride it during test 
runs on various SP streamliners. 

Of more than 2,000 persons ques- 
tioned, 1964 indicated they liked the 
car, 16 said they didn’t and 28 did 
not venture an opinion, Comparing it 
with other.railway dome cars, 77 per 
cent called’ ours better than the 
others, 22 per. cent thought it was 
“about the same” and 1 per cent pre- 
ferred the more conventional dome 
style. 

First cars on the new order “are 
expected to he ready for regular 
service in March, 1955. 
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M. be Jennings Retires; 
R. A. Miller Succeeds Him

COLORFUL railroad career of 48 

years came to a close October 1 
with the retirement of Superintendent 
Merle L. Jennings of Sacramento Di- 
vision. His successor is Robert A, Miller, 
former assistant superintendent. 

Both men started their Southern Pa- 
cific careers on the famous and historic 
line which crosses the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains on the Overland Route by 
way of Donner Pass. 

Jennings, who hegan as a yardman at 
Rocklin in 1906, spent all but three 
years of his railroading life on the 
Sacramento Division. From his yardman 
job he moved to brakeman, yardmaster 
and general yardmaster, and became 
trainmaster in 1920 with jurisdiction 
eastward from Roseville. He was ad- 
vanced to assistant superintendent in 
1936 and later served successively as 
superintendent of San Joaquin and Port- 
land divisions before returning in 1944 
to head up the 800-mile Sacramento 
Division. 

During his long career he has seen 
many new innovations in railroading, in- 
cluding the Roseville “push-button” 
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yard, named Jennings Yard in his honor. 
Miller started as a brakeman at Rose- 
ville in 1941, advanced to conductor 
three years later, then moved to the 
Coast Division as assistant trainmaster, 
to San Joaquin Division as trainmaster, 
and returned to Sacramento Division as 
assistant superintendent in 1949. 


Folding Pay Checks To 
Be Issued In November 


S a convenience to employes, a new 
type pay check which can be folded 
will be issued starting in November. 


The new checks will be readily 
recognizable by the two creases in them 
when you get them. These make it pos- 
sible for you to fold the check into one- 
third its regular size for convenience in 
carrying it in your wallet, purse or 
pocket. 

The check now being used is in the 
form of a rather stiff card which bears 
the notation: “Do not fold, bend or 
spindle.” Reason for this has been that, 
after the card-like check is cashed, it 
has to be run through accounting ma- 
chines and the operation would be ob- 
structed if the card had been folded or 
perforated. 

Employes will receive the new checks 
for the first time covering their earnings 
for the second period of October:

Af Our New SF Ticket Office 


[® a brief ribbon-cutting ceremony we 
opened the doors of our beautiful 
new ticket office to the San Francisco 
public the morning of September 13. To 
the 402 customers who filed through 
the first day, the combination of taste- 
ful furnishings and smooth, convenient 
service was delightful. 

Located on the ground floor of the 
General Office Building, the new office 
is patterned after the Los Angeles office 
we opened two years ago. As indicated 
in the picture, the customer, upon en- 


tering (1) is directed to one of 12 
phone booths (2) where he is instantly 
connected with the Reservation Service 
Unit on the second floor of the building. 
Having placed his order, he moves to the 
lounge section. (3) When ready, the 
tickets are sent by pneumatic tube to 
the counter (4), whereupen the cus- 
tomer is paged and the transaction is 
completed. 

The new office will be easy to-reach by 
public transit; five Market Street trolley 
lines unload right at the door. Custom- 
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ers park free in the building courtyard. 

On the inside of the office there is 
an interview desk near the entrance 
where any patrons preferring not to use 
the telephone can be given personal 
help with their travel arrangements. 

Main points of decorating interest are 
Tush planting area around an old cen- 
tral column (given a new facing of 
mahogany) and an unusual clock—the 
only decorative wall treatment.

ACIFIC Motor Trucking Company 

had its genesis in 1928 in Los An- 
geles under the name “Pacific Electric 
Motor Transport Company.” It has come 
a long way since then. 

We began operations in March of 
1929, The operation of motor trucks to 
provide freight transportation service in 
coordination with rail service, including 
pickup and delivery, was immediately 
successful. At the outset we had no 
trucks of our own but arranged with 
Joeal draymen for pickup and delivery. 

The trucks picked up shipments at the 
shipper’s door and hauled them to the 
Pacific Electric rail stations where they 
were transferred to railway cars and 
hauled to the station of destination under 
a contractual arrangement with the mo- 
tor transport company. At the station of 
destination the load was again trans- 
ferred to the motor transport company’s 
trucks for delivery to the consignee’s 
place of business. 


Rapid Growth 


Initially, service was between Los An- 
geles and 23 outlying communities and 
less than three months after its organi- 
zation the Transport had doubled the 
number of communities it embraced. On 
October 1, 1929, service was inaugur- 
ated between Los Angeles, Oxnard, Ven- 
tura and Santa Barbara via SP lines. 
This expansion made the name P, E. 
Motor Transport Company a misnomer 


—so on February 4, 1930, it was changed 
to Pacific Motor Transport Company. 

From that time onward there were 
constant demands for extension of serv- 
ice—from San Francisco inte the Sacra- 
mento and San Joaquin valleys and down 
the coast toward Los Angeles. 

Recovery of much lost traffic was due 
to the Transport Company’s ability, 
through its independent operation, to 
provide the same flexible service that 
was offered by the trucks. The Transport 
Company’s rates on fruits and vegetables, 
for example, included pickup in the field 
within ten miles of the railroad and 
even distribution of empty crates in the 
field. 


Trucking Company Begun 


To provide for coordination of train- 
truck movements on still a larger scale 
the incorporation of the Pacific Motor 
Trucking Company took place on April 
11, 1933. It was the function of the 
Trucking Company to own and operate 
trucks both in cities and on the high- 
ways, as needed for coordinated service. 

Pacific Motor Transport Company 
ceased operations as an express corpora- 
tion in 1938 and now confines its activ- 
ities to a passenger bus operation for 
SP between Battle Mountain and North 
Battle Mountain, Nevada. 

From that unheralded inauguration in 
1928 Pacific Motor Trucking Co. has 
now grown into quite an organization. 
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We have 1747 vehicles stationed in 64 
locations throughout the operation, the 
scope of which generally follows the 
rails of the SP; that is, from Portland 
to El Paso, San Francisco te Truckee 
and Reno to Wells and Mina. Last year 
the red and orange trucks hauled a total 
of 2,035,003 tons of merchandise, of 
which 1,254,282 tons were intercity line- 
haul. We have about 12,500 miles of 
highway truck operations—12,500 miles 
that we cover every day. And last year 
we grossed $11,831,156. These figures 
do not include the operation of the 
T&NO SP Transport Company. 

The Vice President and General Man- 
ager is in overall charge of PMT. Re- 
porting directly to him is an Assistant 
General Manager who is in charge of 
operations and safety and another Assis- 
tant General Manager who has jurisdic- 
tion over miscellaneous maticrs such as 
scientific research, labor relations and 
franchise matters. Also reporting di- 
rectly to the Vice President and General 
Manager are the Manager of Equipment 
and the Freight Traffic Manager. 


Four Districts 

The territory encompassed by PMT is 
divided into four districts — Central, 
Southern, Northern and Eastern — each 
of which is headed by a district manager 
who reports to the Assistant General 
Managers on all matters except main- 
tenance of equipment, operations of 
shops and traffic, 

Our operations are diversified. Not 
only do we work in close unison with 
our parent company, the SP, but we 
now have our own Freight Traffic De- 
partment and solicit our own traffic. 

An interesting type of operation that 
PMT has is the delivery of finished auto- 
mobiles from the manufacturing plants. 
At our three auto transports—Raymer 
and Southgate near Los Angeles and 
Melrose in Oakland—173,103 new cars 
were delivered to local agencies last year. 
This is equal to 43,276 rail car loads. 
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During the 1953-54 season there were 
588,981 bales of cotton hauled from the 
Yuma, Phoenix and Picacho areas in 
Arizona and 848,675 bales from Califor- 
nia’s San Joaquin Valley. Outside dray- 
age companies hired to assist in this 
enormous cotton operation numbered 
33 in Arizona and 46 in California. This 
hauling of cotton by truck voided the 
need for building of some more railroad 
and increasing the size of terminals. It 
also released a substantial number of 
box cars for other purposes. In that cot- 
ton haul we have eliminated the need 
for, I believe, some 400 odd box ears. 


Pear Hauling 


We also deal in pears. From the rag- 
ged Iands of Lake County there were 
3,726,000 pounds of pears hauled this 
season. We took them for direct loading 
in refrigerator cats at Ukiah or deliv- 
ered them to cold storage in Santa Rosa 
or Petaluma. This trucking service in- 
fluences the transcontinental movement 
to SP routing as against routing via 
other lines. 

Our pickup and delivery service is 
very interesting. For example, in San 
Francisco, the average number of pick- 
ups per day is 586 and the average 
daily deliveries number 325. Most pick- 
ups are concentrated in the period be- 
tween 1 and 5 P.M. Pickups must he 
made under all kinds of traffic conges- 
tion; from sidewalks, basements, up- 
stairs storerooms, apartment houses and 
waterfront docks, It is apparent that our 
dispatchers have a difficult job. They 
must be able to anticipate fairly accur- 
ately the amount of work to be done 
each day, and have sufficient equipment 
and drivers to take care of all emer- 
gencies, Our San Francisco drivers pick 
up just about everything—from machin- 
ery weighing 7% tons, to rattan furni- 
ture arriving on steamers from Hong 
Kong, to calling cards, to Manila hemp. 
We pick up salt from the East Bay and 
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take it to the Embarcadero for shipment 
to Tahiti and Papecte. Trucking can be 
a pretty romantic business. 

Onr fleet of trucks is continually being 
enlarged. For example right now we are 
preparing to buy 12 gasoline-powered 
and 6 diescl-powered tractors, and 67 
semi-trailers. 

To keep these hundreds of vehicles in 
good working order we practice “pre- 
ventive maintenance” in our shops. That 
is, each of our vehicles undergoes a regu- 
Jar check-up during which our mechani- 
cal specialists endeavor 10 spot a weak- 
ness in a vehicle before an actual break- 
down occurs, thus saving us thousands 
of dollars in road failure and operation 
delays. 


By the way, last year in the national 
competition for perfection in shop oper- 
ation in which there were just three 
awards for the nation one of the awards 
was won by PMT. 


Safety Department 


Our four-man Safety Department is 
reputed to be one of the most progressive 
in the nation. Under the Director of 
Safety, the staff works assiduously to 
keep the automotive accident and per- 
sonal injury ratios low. In addition to 
the flood of written material (posters, 
“Safe Driver” hooklets, messages, cab 
cards) received from the National Safety 
Council, the Safety Director writes nu- 
merous bulletins, all of which are dis- 
tributed regularly to our people through- 
out the system, and many of which have 
been reprinted in safety periodicals 
throughout the country. 

“Minute Meetings” are another im- 
portant facet of the PMT safety pro- 
gram. Each month the Safety Depart- 
ment sends a memorandum to each of 
the district managers, suggesting pos- 
sible topics for the Minute Meetings (so 
called because they usually last less than 
15 minutes) and thereafter during the 
month, supervisors, head drivers and 
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foremen gather together a small group of 


employes at a convenient time and dis- 
cuss such varied topics as “Driver Cour- 
tesy,” “Backing Vehicle Properly” and 
“Cargo Protection.” During the first six 
months of this year there were over 700 
Minute Meetings held. 


The constant application of safety 
methods seems to pay off. There will 
be 442 PMT drivers receiving Safe 
Driver Awards this year from the Na- 
tional Safety Council—the highest honor 
that can be accorded a professional 
driver. In order to be eligible for a Safe 
Driver Award one must drive a year or 
more without a preventable accident. 
Within the next month or two we will 
present 16 PMT drivers with beautiful 
wrist watches for having completed ten 
years driving without a preventable acci- 
dent, 

Aside from pursuing matters of safety 
with great diligence, the Safety De- 
partment handles all the personal records 
of PMT’s 1275 people, publishes a 
monthly 10 page employe newspaper, 
issues periodic human relations bulle- 
tins to supervisors and just recently con- 
ducted a company-sponsored Sales 
Training home study course. A very busy 
department. 


Freight Traffic Dept. 


Our Freight Traffic Department, since 
its inception on July 1, 1953, has been 
eminently successful. The Freight Trafie 
Manager and the Assistant Freight 
Traffic Manager have their headquarters 
in San Francisco and their 21 Traffic 
Representatives work out of various loca- 
tions throughout the system. These men 
are transportation specialists; not only 
must they be conversant with tariffs and 
rates but also with truck equipment so 
they can best advise a consignee which 
type vehicle would be preferable for the 
movement he has in mind. 

The Traffic Representatives depend 
upon PMT truck drivers for many of 
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their leads, referring to the drivers as 
“primary sales forces” and holding 
weekly meetings with them to discuss 
the techniques of obtaining PMT busi- 
ness. Other leads are furnished by the 
Operating Department and by the SP 
Traffic Department. And of course the 
Traffic Representatives by diligently 
studying the newspapers are able to dig 
up their own leads, 

There is a new cotton mill being built 
in San Quentin Prison and ten million 
dollars worth of textile machinery is 
being shipped to the nearest rail point 
—San Rafacl. Our freight and our 
operating people bid on the job, tailoring 
their rates and assuring State officials 
that the transferal from the SP trains 
at San Rafael to San Quentin could be 
effected in one operation, instead of the 
two or three involved movements other 
trucking companies said would be neces- 
sary. 

We were awarded the contract. 

Piggy-Back 

I think you are all familiar with 
“Piggy-Back” or Trailer-Flatcar opera- 
tions. The Southern Pacific was the first 
railroad in the west coast states to in- 
augurate the loading of trailers on flat- 
ears. Our first run in July of last year 
was between San Francisco and Los An- 
geles. Now there is also trailer-flatcar 
operation between Los Angeles and 
Phoenix and on the T&NO between 
Houston, Beaumont and Lake Charles. 
Soon, in conjunction with Union Pacific, 
we will be expanding our operations to 
Utah and Idaho, 

The average movement of trailers on 
flatcars is now about 100 a day and con- 
siderable expansion is in mind, 

A trailer will haul 10 tons or slightly 
over—maybe 21,000 pounds. Great prog: 
zess is being made in the science of 
trailer building. They are getting light- 
weight metals, the construction and de- 
sign are constantly being improved, 
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putting the posts outside instead of in- 
side—so the capacity of the trailer is in- 
ereasing at all times. Two trailers, that 
is, a double header, make a very good 
equivalent of a carload. 


Other Purposes 


Incidental to the main purpose of 
protecting Southern Pacific’s revenue, 
PMT operations are used for other pur- 
poses: The complete haul—as distin- 
guished from a coordinated haul—of 
traffic from major industrial cities to 
neighboring towns to avoid expensive 
station handling fer short haul traffic; 
complete substitution of trucks for local 
branch line trains where the trucks are 
adequate and can operate cheaper than 
trains; as a substitute service in securing 
Interstate Commerce Commission author- 
ity to abandon unprofitable rail opera- 
tions; to haul mail, baggage and express 
and to relieve passenger trains of stop- 
ping at numerous small stations, thus 
speeding up their schedules and to 
handic intra-terminal freight movements, 
thus saving box car and switch engine 
time. 

We are consistently trying to improve 
our franchises. Our recent purchase of 
the Lowinel Truck Line now gives us 
direct routes between Reno and Elko. 


Another important step is our present 
negotiation for the purchase of Pacific 
Freight Lines. Subject to the approval 
of the ICC and the CPUC, we will be 
purchasing PFL’s rolling stock (over 
1500 vehicles), their operating rights 
and their terminal and office equipment, 
all of which will help perfect our fran- 
chises. 

PMT people—the officers, dispatchers, 
the payroll clerks, loaders, mechanics, 
supervisors, cars washers, typists, shop 
foremen—the ones who are the brains 
and the heart and the muscles of the 
Pacific Motor Trucking Company have 
aided immeasurably through the years 
to make the company the outstanding 
success it is.

SK any Texan. He will tell you 
that they do things in a big way 
down there in the big Southwest. 

And he’s right. Even the recipes that 
come to this department from you girls 
down there are planned for generous 
helpings and for serving to guests. 

Take the recipe that follows. It’s 
planned to serve 10 or 12. And it comes 
from Irene De Naro, one of El Paso’s 
most charming hostesses. 

Mrs. D’s husband (Pete) is a con- 
ductor on the run from El Paso to 
Tucson. Perhaps you have met him on 
one of Your visits to the Southwest. Now 
meet this recipe from Irene. She calls 
it “Chicken La La.” 


RECIPE FROM TEXAS 
To make this delicious casserole dish 
you will need a good many groceries. 
But remember, it’s to serve 10 or 12. 
This is what it takes: 
3 small cans or glasses boned chicken 
1 medium onion, chopped and lightly 
browned in butter 
3 small cans green chili 
2cups grated Swiss cheese or Par- 
mesan cheese 
1 Ib. noodies, cooked and drained 
3 cans cream of chicken soup 
Butter an oven-glass baking dish 
(9"x12”). Over the bottom of it ar- 
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range a layer of the cooked noodles, then 
a layer of chicken, then a sprinkling of 
onion and green chili, Add half the 
soup and sprinkle heavily with cheese. 

Repeat the layers, using all the in- 
gredients, putting a good sprinkling of 
cheese over the top. Bake in a moderate 
oven (350°) 45 min. or more. 

Buffet Supper for 12. With a 
casserole such as this, it would be fun 
to serve 3 salads instead of one, so that 
guests have a variety to choose from. 
For example, there might be a big bowl 
of greens with French dressing; a plat- 
ter of sliced tomatoes, garnished with 
parsley; and a seafood gelatin salad 
with mayonnaise. i 

Some sort of hot bread is called for— 
perhaps hard rolls, heated, or crisp corn 
sticks. 

With a luscious dessert (such as a 
fancy cake-and-ice-cream affair) and 
coffee, everyone will say, “I never ate so 
much in my life.” But they'll be smiling 
contentedly as they say it!

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ONE MAN'S IDEA OF 
GOOD FOOD 


Very few women know how to fry eggs 
(he says!). At that he may be right, for 
how often have you been served eggs 
that were brown and crusty on the bot- 
tom, when they should be delicate? 

: For perfect fried eggs every time, try 
these tips: (1) Don’t use too big a 
skillet for 2 or 3 eggs. (If you do, those 
eggs will spread out like the territory 
served by SP!} (2) Use enough bacon 
fat or butter so eggs won't stick. (3) 
Don’t use too high heat. (4) Watch ’em! 
. 


This “feller” has a heef about beef, 
too. He says that very few women know 
how to make a good pot roast. Says they 
drown them in water. He might he 
right about that, too. 

Most cooking authorities say to heat 
the Dutch oven or deep-well cooker 
really bot and in it melt suet (or heat 
other shortening). Then put in the 
meat and get it brown on all sides, even 
though the fat spatters over the clean 
range! 

When meat is brown, cover, turn heat 
low and let it cook (without water}. 
Some moisture will accumulate. At the 
very last, if a little water is needed to 
keep the meat from burning, it can be 
added—a little at a time. Wait till pot 
roast is partly tender before salting it. 

If vegetables are to be added, don’t 
over-cook them! (Garlic, onion, and the 
like can, of course, be added-when meat 
starts to cook.)

SP Testing TV For 
Car Switching Use 


‘SE of industrial television as “extra 

eyes” to aid railroad yard officers in 
watching freight car movements and 
general switching operations over a large 
area is the aim of TV tests conducted 
by SP at Los Angeles. 


The experimental TV setup, said to be 
the first for viewing an entire railroad 
yard, includes two cameras—one wide 
lens and one telescopic lens mounted on 
a special structure atop the general yard- 
master’s large-windowed tower, 60 feet 
above track level—also one TV viewer 
installed at the desk of the terminal 
superintendent. 


Over the TV. viewer the terminal 
superintendent or general yardmaster 
gets a wide picture of yard activities in 
a 40-track area where freight trains are 


made up. Pressing a button brings in a, 


picture from the telescopic lens, giving 
him a.closeup of yard operations .2,000 
feet away. He can see obstructions, or 
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defects on cars, and spot unsafe prac- 
tices or vandalism. 


Five or six cameras in a permanent 
installation would cover a two-mile-long 
railroad yard from every angle. Cameras 
housed in all-weather boxes fitted with 
automatic temperature controls and 
windshield wipers would be remotely 
controlled, from a panel beside the 10- 
inch viewer, to swing from side to side 
or focus on chosen areas. 


Attorney Lyons Named 
Asst. General Counsel 


AMES E, LYONS, attorney for South- 

ern Pacific since 1921, has been ap- 
pointed assistant general counsel. He 
succeeds Evan John Foulds, whose re- 
tirement was announced in last month's 
Bulletin.

He 
graduated from San Francisco Law 
School in 1915 and was in private law 
practice until he joined Southern Pacific 
in 1921, 
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Fred Woodward Retires 
After Colorful Career 


PRED WOODWARD, assistant man- 

ager, Public Relations Dept. Los 
Angeles, retired October 1 to complete 
a colorful career in journalism dating 
from 1907. 

The genial “Woodie” is well known to 
the press and SP people throughout 
California and Arizona. Prior to 1922, 
when he joined SP, he was on the edi- 


torial staffs of several Los Angeles news- © 


papers, starting as a copy boy and cub 
reporter on the Times in 1907. Later he 
was with the old Los Angeles Record 
and other papers, Associated Press and, 
from 1916 to 1922, with the Herald- 
Express, including @ period as assistant 
city editor, 

His assignments included coverage of 
the establishment of the Pacific Fleet 
by Adm. Hugh Rodman and, as one of 
two accredited newsmen on the conyen- 
tion floor, the 1920 Democratic National 
Convention in San Francisco, where 
William Jennings Bryan and William 
Gibbs McAdoo were among the speakers. 
Representing Associated Press, Wood- 
ward was with Gen, John J. Pershing’s 
troops on the border in 1915 when 
Pancho Villa was leading Mexican 
revolutionists. 

As assistant manager of development 
and colonization for Southern Pacific for 
four years, Woodward was based in San 
Francisco promoting such vacation at- 
tractions as- Lake Tahoe before return- 
ing to Los Angeles in 1933 to resume 
managership of our Los Angeles News 
Bureau. 

When the joint SP-PE public relations 
department was organized in Los An- 
geles January 1, 1953, he was appointed 
assistant manager. 

Always keenly interested in employe 
activities, he has been helpful for many 
years in providing pictures and story ma- 
terial to the Bulletin. In his retirement 
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he leaves a legion of well-wishers in the 
large SP family. 

On the eve of his retirement he was 
honored at a luncheon by fellow workers 
and members of the Los Angeles press 
who paid tribute to him as a friend and 
an outstanding newsman. 


Improved Operations 
At Joint Ogden Yard 


OVEMENT of western rail traffic is 

being expedited at Ogden by 
Southern Pacific and Union Pacific rail- 
roads, which have put into operation 
new yard facilities. 

Cost of expanding and modernizing 
the yard, connecting link for interchange 
of freight between the rail lines at 
Ogden, is about $4,000,000—the largest 
investment of private capital in the 
Ogden area for half a century. The 
Ogden Union Railway and Depet Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the two lines, 
operates the facility. 

Major improvements at the yard in- 
clude 22 miles of new trackage, addi- 
tional buildings, a 200-ton track scale, a 
floodlighting system and an elaborate 
communications network, with nearly 
five miles of pneumatic tube lines and 
two radio-equipped towers. The towers 
are linked with 120 talk-back speakers 
and 20 radio-equipped diesel yard loco- 
motives. 

The improved operations will help 
Handle the jncreading volume of Beight 
and national defense traffic on the Over- 
Jand transcontinental route. 

As part of the over-all Ogden improve- 
ment, Pacific Fruit Express Company 
has expanded facilities to handle an ad- 
ditional 220 refrigerator cars. Operat- 
ing the world’s largest refrigerator car 
fleet, the company now can ice full- 
length, unbroken trains at Ogden, as 
at other key icing points on the trans- 
continental route. 
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20 Years of Ratluay Progress 


HE American Railroads have come 

a long way in the past twenty years, 
It was in 1934 that a startling new de- 
velopment—the diesel-powered stream- 
lined passenger train—made its appear- 
ance, Since then both diesel locomotives 
and streamlined trains have become 
standard, and scores of other major im- 
provements have been introduced, so 
that today--20 years after the first 
streamliner was placed on the rails—the 
American railroads occupy a unique 
position of leadership in the transporta- 
tion world. 


Extensive Research 


No one will seriously challenge the 
statement that railway progress in the 
Mnited States has been greater during 
the last twenty years than it was in any 
previous like-period in American his- 
done. Pru, the taal milleane oF nallvoade 
in everation has declined in this period, 
and today the railroads own fewer loco- 
motives, fewer passenger cars and fewer 
freight cars than they owned twenty 
years ago. Nevertheless, hecause of tech- 
nological developments, the railroads are 
now canable of performing more service 
for the American people than ever be- 
fore, This increased capacity is the result 
of extensive research and unprecedented 
expenditures for additions and hetter- 
ments during this period. 


In the period 1934-1953, the Class I 
railroads of the United States imvested 
nearly $14 billion of new capital in im- 
provements to their properties. Of this 
sum, $4,679 million was for improve- 
ments in roadway, terminals, yards, 
buildings, bridges, signals, and other 
fixed property, and $9,197 million was 
for improved locomotives, cars, work 
equipment and other rolling stock. This 
was more than their total investment in 
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road and equipment of all railroads in 
this country as recently as 1909, 
Besides diesel-powered streamliners, 
here are some of the other major pas- 
senger service improvements made in the 
past two decades: Air conditioning, 
double-deck suburban-train cars (SP 
now has 10 on order for its Peninsula 
commute service}, roomette Pullman 
cars, dome cars, snack har cars. 
Among numerous innovations have 
been devices to overcome noise and 
vibration; a new tyne of coupler which 
locks the cars tightly together, elim- 
inating slack and jerks in stopping and 
starting; automatically regulated pres- 
sure as train speed is reduced, thus 
preventing sliding of wheels and making 
for smoother stops; stabilizers which 
minimize the side rolling of cars: rub- 
ber insulation which acts as a buffer 
against transmission of noise and vibra- 
tion, and double panes of glass sealed 
into the sash for improved viston by pre- 
venting the fogging of windows. 


Speed Increased 


Progrees in freight train service has 
been equally impressive. The capacity 
of the average freight car has ‘been in- 
creased from 48 to 53.5 tons. Sub- 
stantial improvements have been made 
in refrigerator cars, such as the mechan- 
ical refrigerator car which operates 
along the lines of the home refrigerator 
and deep freeeze. A recent development 
that is much in the headlines is the 
trailer-on-flatcar operation, popularly 
known as “piggy-back” service, 

Speed of freight trains as well as pas- 
senger trains has increased. In many 
instances the running time of long. dis- 
tance freight trains has been cut as 
much as 33 percent. The faster sched- 
ules have been made possible by exten- 
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sive improvements in track and signals, 
particularly in the introduction of Cen- 
tralized Traffic Control. Modernizing of 
freight classification yards and use of 
radio in various forms are other im- 
portant factors in improved freight serv- 
ice. 

With all these advancements in the 
past twenty years to its credit, the rail- 
road industry is not resting on its laurels. 
There never was a time when the rail- 
roads were as extensively engaged in 
research, or had so many research proj- 
ects under way, as they have at present. 
Tn 1950, the AAR completed and opened 
for use a large experimental and re- 
search laboratory on the campus of the 
Illinois Institute for Technology in Chi- 
cago. A second research building at the 
same location was completed in October 
1953, These laboratorics are being used 
exclusively for engineering and mechan- 
ical research for the betterment of rail- 
road operations and service—for the 
benefit of all railroads in the country.

an annual affair, Southern Pacific 
foiks of Northern California and South- 
ern Oregon held a picnic near Medford 
September 12 with 112 employes, their 
families and friends attending. 

TouVelle Park, located eight miles 
north of Medford, was the scene of the 
successful get-together, which included 
several pensioners and members of their 
families. 

The day-long program included var- 
ious games and plenty of delicious food 
which was provided on a “dutch treat” 
basis and served buffet style, 

The success of the event resulted in 
a decision to repeat it next year. The 
group also plans to hold a Christmas 
party this year, George Wimer, chief 
clerk, Medford yard office, was named 
general chairman for that program.

OUTHERN PACIFIC’s Good House- 

keeping Campaign, which was an- 
nounced in the Bulletin last March and 
which has been a continuing program 
carried out by our Safety Department, 
has produced gratifying results. 

“Since the start of the program,” 
says M. A. Nugent, supt. of safety, “there 
have been notable improvements in gen- 
eral clean-up and with it an increase in 
enthusiasm, higher morale and greater 
safety.” 

Recognizing, however, that Good 
Housekeeping is a matter for continuous 
attention, Nugent has issued a pamphlet 
announcing that the fall months will 
be devoted to a review by all depart- 
ments of what has been done and to see 
that the improved standards are being 
maintained. 

When winter comes, the pamphlet 
points out, emphasis should be placed on 
checking areas which are exposed to rain 
and snow and are used by employes and 
the general public. 


Blood donors are needed to keep 
our General: Hospital adequately sup- 
plied, contrary to an impression that 
some readers might have gotten from an 
article in the August Bulletin. The 
article stated that the Company’s blood 
donor car, “The Lifeline,” recently ob- 
tained 1036 ‘pints of blood in a 13-day 
period.

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Edisom Electric Light 
Was Been te Railreads 


NE morning in 1878 Thomas Edison 

told a friend, “Last night I lay and 
looked up at the beautiful stars . . . and 
I invented an incandescent electric 
light.” 

A year later, on October 21 (75 years 
ago) Edison and his associates stayed 
up all night to watch a burning in- 
candescent light bulb. His invention 
was a success! 

Almost immediately experiments in 
the use of the electric incandescent 
lamp on trains were begun. The first 
railroad passenger car to be illuminated 
by electric lights ran over the Penn. 
RR in 1882 and by 1887 several pas- 
senger trains lighted entirely by elec- 
tricity were placed in operation by dif- 
ferent railroads. An electrically-lighted 
semaphore signal was placed in opera- 
tion in 1893. By 1901 a Pullman sleeping 
car was not considered modern unless it 
had electric berth. lights, 

Passenger coaches lighted with in- 
candescent lamps were introduced ‘on a 
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large scale about 1905, after Edison 
developed the tungsten filament which 
brought current demands within the 
limits of battery weight and capacity. 


Today electricity illuminates hundreds 
of thousands of railway installations, 
coast to coast—passenger and freight 
stations; shops; yards; terminals; tun- 
nels; signal towers; locomotive cabs; 
signal lights and numerous other facili- 
ties— and railway expenditures for elec- 
tricity—for illumination, power, heating 
and other purposes—run into hundreds 
of millions of dollars annually. 


This month we celcbrate the diamond 
jubilee of the invention of the incan- 
descent light. In the 75 years since its 
invention railway operations have been 
revolutionized by the application of elee- 
tricity.
